Flew by Iiwdrumenta 
"We left ChamberJmrg in the 
rain and heavy clouds. 
The air 
was turbulent. 
We flew on in­ 
struments several thousand feet 
above the mountains. 
I have 
often flown the route on instru­ 
ments during 
the more than 
a year I’ve been on this route. 
When I reached a place where 
I believed we 
were over 
the 
mountains I decided to go down 
to see lf we could get under the 
clouds. 
"CiasbaiTo said, ‘There’s the 
ground.’ 
"A spilt second later he said, 
*There’s the ground real close.' 
"I pulled back on the wheel 
and a moment later we hit the 
top* of some trees. 
Then the 
landing gear hit and a second 
later the wing. We were on the 
ground. 
"We cut a path about 75 feet 
long through the trees before 
we hit. The wing crumpled and 
the plane turned clear around, 
throwing the motor to one side. 
"We had just installed new 
safety belts and they saved our 
lives. 
Gasbarro broke his belt 
from the force of the landing 
and flew into the side of mail 
bag. 
My belt held. 
Foot Caught in Pedal 
"Both of us were dazed and 
we sat there for some time be­ 
fore we attempted to get out 
of the plane. 
When I tried to 
move I found that my foot, 
which had been in the rudder 
pedal, had been caught by the 
form on the pedal and I had 
some difficulty in freeing it. 
“Only the sturdy construction 
of the plane and the new safe­ 
ty belts saved us. 
That plane 
could really take it.’’ 
The plane hit the ground a t 5:11 
o’clock Monday afternoon. 
Some 
time later the two men, recovering 
’from their dazed condition, crawled 
out and began a journey th a t was 
to last for nine hours. 
Bryan said he believed they were 
north of the Lincoln highway and 
headed south down hill. Tile plane 
actually landed on the eastern side 
of the “M arsh Creek Hollow,” about 
two miles south of the Lincoln high­ 
way. 
Walked Down Mountain 
The aviators headed south, going 
down hill all the time because they 
believed in th a t way they would 
reach a road. About m idnight they 
began to notice fam iliar landm arks 
and discovered they had m ade a 
complete circle in their wanderings. 
They tried again, still going south 
and about 2 a. rn. Tuesday found a 
vacant hunting lodge about five

OF THAT AREA

He Is a daring person who u n ­ 
dertakes to explain the n atu re of 
the w arfare In th a t prim eval zone 
of C hina's Y unnan Province which 
abuts on northw estern B urm a, for 
the whole situation is surrounded 
with as m uch m ystery as a dish of 
chop-suey. 
However. I ve been anteed by an 
inquiring new spaper editor to do the 
job. and so if you’ll get out your 
chop-sticks w ell pick about a bit. 
T he key to th e m ilitary operations 
is a visionary road which cut across 
the wilds of northernm ost B urm a 
to form a new life-line for C hina 
to the outside wnrl<^. H ie Allies are 
trying to m ake their vision an a c ­ 
tuality, and th e Jap s are doing th eir 
worst to prevent it. 
T he story begins in th e occupa­ 
tion of Burm a by th e Ja p s — an 
achievem ent th a t gave them posses­ 
sion of the lower reach of the B u r­ 
ma road, w hich was C h in a’s only 
feasible route to her Allies 
A fter 
the road crosses from B urm a into 
Y unnan it ru n s along the upper 
Salween river for a way and th en 
east across th e river and on to 
K unm ing 
and 
Chungking. 
T h a t 
portion of the road east of the S a l­ 
ween is in the hands of the Chinese. 
A Tall Order 


Now. of course, the only way to 
reopen the old Burm a road is to 
recapture B urm a—a 
terrific 
and 
perhaps long operation. 
And p a r­ 
adoxically, before Burm a 
can 
be 
captured the Allies m ust reopen the 
B urm a road—or its equivalent. T he 
point is th a t m ilitary supplies of all 
kinds m ust be moved to the im ­ 
poverished 
Chinese so th a t they 
can strike against B urm a from the 
n o rth at the sam e tim e th a t the 
am phibious invasion takes place in 
th e south from the Buy of Bengal. 
So the Allies have been develop­ 
ing an alternative route to take 
the place of th a t part of the B u r­ 
m a road which is in Japanese hands. 
Tile substitute is a road th a t runs 
through Indian Assam, northw est of 
B urm a, until it is close to the B ur­ 
mese border in the far north. From 
th a t term inus Am erican engineers, 
assisted by Indians 
and 
Chinese, 
have hewed an extension southeast­ 
w ard right into the enem y-held te r­ 
ritory of B urm a. Tile official nam e 
of this extension is the Lido road, 
but our boys call 
it 
tile "Tokyo 
road,” for obvious reasons. 
Now the Allies w ant to link the 
Lido road w ith the B urm a road on 
the other side of northern B urm a— 
a tall order. They also aim to con­ 
nect with th e to WTI of M yitkyina, 
w hich is the rail-head for /M andalay 
to the south and is the m ain Ja p 
base in Hic north. T he only way to 
do th a t is to clear th e M ikado’s 
little men out of th a t neck of the 
prim eval world. 
And th a t brings 
us up to the present fighting in 
Y unnan. 
Heavy Fighting 
T he Chinese hold th e w estern side 
of the Salw een river near w here 
th e Burm a road passes over it by 
suspension bridge. 
T he Salw een at 
th is point lies at the bottom of a 
terrific gorge some 5,000 feet deep. 
In fact, th a t whole terrain, w ith its 
g reat m asses of m ountains and ra ­ 
vines, is a land for giants. 
Tile m iddle of this m onth the 
Ja p s suddenly started an offensive 
against the Chinese on the Salween, 
and there was m uch speculation as 
to the exact m eaning of the attack. 
It now seems tiiat the Nipponese 
were striking defensively, to pre­ 
v ent Hie Chinese from m aking a 
drive of th eir own into northern 
B urm a and clearing a route for the 
extension of 
Tokyo 
road.” 
The 
forces engaged are not large, but 
th e re has been heave- fighting. 
So th e re s 
the 
solution 
to our 
m ystery, 
lf and when land com ­ 
m unication 
between 
India 
and 
C hina can be restored supplies will 
pour over it to our Chinese allies. 
In this b attle for northern B urm a 
th e Am erican airforce is playing a 
heavy role, not only in aiding the 
celestials iii actual battle but in dis­ 
rupting Ja p com m unications.
